I represent the Yonkers Uniformed Guards and Protective 
Association, Local 1. The general neabership have authorized 
ae to write to you. 

The Yonkers Uniformed Guards and Protective Association, 
Local 1, is an Independent Union consisting of aen employed 
as ushers and patrolmen by the Pinkerton National Detective 
Agency, Inc., at Yonkers Raceway, in the City of Yonkers, New 
York. There are approximately 200 men employed at the Raceway 
over the year, witn 75% being either members of our organiza¬ 
tion or in favor thereof, as you will see from the figures 
below. 

Since 1954, these men have been seeking a contract with 
the Pinkerton National Detective Agency, Inc. They originally 
petitioned in the National Labor Relations Board for an election 
but after much litigation extending over a period of two years, 
the Board declined to assert its jurisdiction. A petition was 
then filed in the New York State Labor Board, and on June 21, 
1957, once again after much litigation, the State Labor Board 
decided that the Union was entitled to a limited election under 
Section 52A of the Pari-Mutuel Law. The reason for this deci¬ 
sion was that the recent Supreme Court decisions, such as Guss 
v. Utah Labor Relations Board, and others, restricted the State 
Boards from taking jurisdiction where the National Board refuses 
to assert jurisdiction. I call this a ’limited election' be¬ 
cause Section 52A of the Pari-Mutuel Law merely gives to the 
winner of such an election the right to have a union security 
clause in the contract. It has no power to compel the parties 
to negotiate a contract or the right to file an unfair labor 
charge for the refusal to bargain. The election was held on 
July 11, 1957, with the result that 144 voted for the union and 
7 against the union. 

At present, the Union has exhausted all its legal remedies 
and after four years of litigation, still does not have a con-

Dear General President Hoffa: 

In compliance with your letter of August 1, 1958, I wish 
to respectfully submit the following report relative to 
the Independent Dump Truck Association of Phlla. 

1. Early In January, 1958, a Mr. Philip Richaan, attorney 
for this Association, contacted me for a conference 

in regard to affiliation of this groupe with Local 
Union No. 470, who hold jurisdiction in this field. 

2. Shortly afterward, I held a conference with Mr. Richaan, 
Mr. Jaaes Benton, President of the Association and 
several of his representatives in ay office. They ex¬ 
pressed a strong desire to either affiliate with Local 
470 or, as an alternative measure, obtain a separate 
charter. 

3. Although Mr. Benton indicated that his groupe had a 
potential aeaberahip of 2500-3000, the Association 
currently consiated of only 42 individual owner-operators

I lMedlately discussed this situation wltb Mr. Lawrence 
N. Steinberg, Coordinator of Joint Council No. 53 
Organizing Coaalttee; and subsequently wltb Mr. Raysond 
Cohen, Cbalraan, and Mr. John B. Backbus, President of 
Joint Council No. 53. On tbeir instructions, I investi¬ 
gated this situation further wltb Mr. Edward Davis, 
attorney for Joint Council No. 53 and representatives 
of Local Union No. 470. 

M.r. Davis advised me that various legal problems and 
raaifications inherent in this situation prompted a 
closer appraisal prior to any specific course of action. 

In ay conferences wltb Local Union No. 470, the officers 
of that union stated that although they were opposed 
to any separate charter in this field, they were willing 
and able to accept the aeabers and employees of this 
Association - providing that a legally-sound and accept¬ 
able contract could be negotiated. They also requested 
my assistance in this Batter. 

To this end, I explored various avanues of approach to 
this problea with Mr. Anthony Capone, who has negotiated 
siailiar agreeaents for the Eastern Conference, and with 
other interested parties. 

Our aajor obstacle in resolving this problea is of a 
legal nature in teras of a sound and acceptable collective 
bargaining arrangeaent. Our work with this Association 
is on a continuing basis towards this objective.

Por several years thara has baan dissatisfaction among the members of this local. 
Thara have baan aaqiloyees calling during the last two years wanting to leave this 
local and come into the Teamsters. So far we have not met with any of them. 

Local 900 is composed of glass cutters and warehouseman. Thsy work in the 
warehouses of tha glass companlas, cutting a certain amount of glass and doing 
all of tha warehousing of tha glaaa. They are affiliated with the Painters Council 
haadad by Arthur Hunn hera in St. Louis. 

They are dissatisfied with thalr representation, their wages, and their working 
conditions and above all they era unhappy because the glaziers are taking their 
work. They gat laid off whan the glaziers come into the warehouses during the 
alow seasons and take over tha glass cutting that Local 900 had been doing all 
year. 

Local 900 members ars vary close to the drivers in Local t>10. They see the 
conditions Local 610 has and tha way their contract is policed and they want the 
conditions. 

About a year ago they tried to come into the Teamsters and at that time Pete Saffo 
said no. This would be a raid. Pate Saffo has been very friendly to Art Hunn. 

Murphy, Buslneas agant for Local 610 was contacted again April 21 by some of the 
aagiloyaas, again wanting to come into the Teamsters. 

0a April 21, Kaathlsy was called by one of the employee's wife who is a member 
of Local 6M. She said har husband attended meetings of Local 688 and saw the 
sarvlca given to tha membership of Local 688,and wanted to come into Local 688 
so they too could ba glvan this kind of service. 

Would suggest that you contact Arthur Hunn and Inform him that we have been 
repeatedly contacted by these members of Local 900. At one time Pete Seffo 
thought Arthur Hunn would turn them over to us just for the esklng, chat these 
sure ware more trouble than they ware worth to the Painters Council.

Dear Sir: 

I represent the Yonkers Unlforned Guards and Protective 
Association, Local 1. The general neabershlp have authorized 
ae to write to you. 

The Yonkers Unlforned Guards and Protective Association, 
Local 1, Is an Independent Union consisting of aen deployed 
as ushers and patrolnen by the Pinkerton National Detective 
Agency, Inc., at Yonkers Raceway, In the City of Yonkers, New 
York. There are approxlaately 200 aen eaployed at the Raceway 
over the year, wltn 75% being either aembers of our organiza¬ 
tion or In favor thereof, as you will see froa the figures 
below. 

Since 1954, these aen have been seeking a contract with 
the Pinkerton National Detective Agency, Inc. They originally 
petitioned In the National Labor Relations Board for an election 
but after auch litigation extending over a period of two years, 
the Board declined to assert its jurisdiction. A petition was 
then filed in the New York State Labor Board, and on June 21, 
1957, once again after auch litigation, the State Labor Board 
decided that the Union was entitled to a Halted election under 
Section 52A of the Pari-Mutuel Law. The reason for this deci¬ 
sion was that the recent Supreae Court decisions, such as Guss 
v. Utah Labor Relations Board, and others, restricted the State 
Boards froa taking jurisdiction where the National Board refuses 
to assert jurisdiction. I call this a 'Halted election' be¬ 
cause Section 52A of the Pari-Mutuel Law aerely gives to the 
winner of such an election the right to have a union security 
clause in the contract. It has no power to coapel the parties 
to negotiate a contract or the right to file an unfair labor 
charge for the refusal to bargain. The election was held on 
July 11, 1957, with the result that 144 voted for the union and 
7 against the union. 

At present, the Union has exhausted all its legal remedies 
and after four years of litigation, still does not have a con- 
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tract. As you can readily see, this inequitable, unfair and 
unjust situation has worked for the betterment of the employer, 
and the detriment of the employee. 

As I stated before, the Union has authorized me to write 
you this letter, to ask whether or not it would be possible 
that they might confer with you, or your representatives, for 
the purpose of exploring the possibilities of affiliating with 
your Union. They would be very happy to meet with you, or 
anyone you might suggest, at a time and place convenient to you 
or your representative. 

Thank you for any consideration you may give to this situa¬ 
tion. I would be pleased to hear from you in respect to it.
